Chlro  ha*  an  entertainment  every  Fri- 
iuy  afternoon  which  dTawa  welL  It  it 
the  function  of  the  howling  and  whirl 
lug  durviahtw  in  the  unique  of  Kaar-el- 
Aiu,  on  the  roa<l  to  olH  Cairo,  near  the 
bunk  of  the  Nila  There  were  formerly 
two  entertainment*,  one  of  the  howler*, 
the  other  of  the  whirlera.  1  do  not  know 
how  they  happened  to  be  united.  I  *up- 
poee  it  came  from  the  tendency  toward 
consolidation  and  combination  so  preva¬ 
lent  in  these  timea  It  is  much  more 
convenient  now.  In  the  former  times 
tourists  were  obliged  to  hurry  from  one 
to  the  other,  as  they  both  came  off  at 
the  «ame  hour.  Now  they  can  go  leisure 
ly  after  an  early  lunch.  Wo  assembled 
vn  ith  100  or  300  of  our  fellow  travelers 
at  the  appointed  hour,  or  rather  some 
time  before,  in  order  to  secure  tro*xl 
seats. 

I  he  performance  is  given  in  a  circu¬ 
lar  room  crowned  by  a  lofty  donu 
Chairs  are  supplied  for  a  moderate  sti¬ 
pend.  On  the  occasion  when  we  assisted 
there  were  about  30  performers.  The 
leader  of  the  troop  was  a  very  rtspoot* 
able  looking  man.  He  sat  in  the  plan 
of  honor  on  one  side  of  the  room.  The 
others  formed  a  semicircle  in  front  of 
him.  The  exercise  began  with  a  short 
invocation  and  devout  obeisances.  At 
Urst  the  dervishes  kneeled  on  mats.  The 
leuder  opem-d  with  u  brief  chant,  and 
tile  others  resj>ouded  vigorously,  duck¬ 
ing  their  heads  to  the  floor.  Then  a  be¬ 
nevolent  looking  senior  member  struck 
up  a  song  which  had  something  of  the 
eitoct  of  a  pig  under  a  g?tev  This  seem¬ 
ed  to  be  stimulating,  for  ull  the  others 
rosoand  begun  u  rhythmic  howling,  keep- 
ing  time  by  moving  their  In-mLs  forward 
and  backward,  with  occasional  vuria 
tions  to  tlic  rigid  and  left 

The  howling  was  varied  by  u  snort¬ 
ing  chorus,  which,  with  practice,  be- 
comes  very  effective.  This  was  followed 
by  deep  and  loud  breathing,  the  heads 
all  the  time  wagging  in  the  most  vigor¬ 
ous  wanner.  The  accompanying  uinsic 
ut  tlrst  wus  only  a  flute  and  a  small 
drum,  but  os  they  wormed  up  larger 
drums  and  cymbals  were  brought  in, 
and  the  more  violent  action  wus  accent 
cd  by  a  tremendous  din.  About  half  the 
dervishes  had  long  hair,  and  the  move¬ 
ment  of  their  heads  was  sufficient  to 
throw  it  forward  and  backward  at  every 
stroke.  This  was  a  real  addition  to  the 
effect  After  they  got  well  at  work  one 
of  them  glided  into  the  center  of  the  Hr 
cle  and  began  to  whirl,  keeping  time  to 
the  music  and  the  howling,  which  kept 
going  faster  and  faster.

If  Uranus,  which  is  a  star  at  about 
tho  sixth  magnitude,  wen-  a  planet  like 
those  little  cues  called  asteroids,  which 
sre  being  discovered  by  the  dooeu  every 
y*‘nr,  it  could  not  have  much  claim  upon 
popular  attention.  But  Uranus  is  really 
u  gigantic  world,  more  than  60  times 
os  large  as  ours.  Its  vast  distance,  now 
about  1,700,000,000  miles  from  the 
earth,  is  what  cauaee  it  to  look  so  small. 
Uranus  has  four  moons,  which  revolve 
btwkward  in  their  orbits — that  is  to  say, 
they  revolve  from  east  to  weet  around 
Uranus,  while  Uranus  goes,  like  all  the 
other  planets,  from  west  to  east  around 
the  mu ii.  It  ia  believed  that  Uranus  ro¬ 
tates  backward  an  its  axis  also.  More¬ 
over,  the  axis  of  that  great,  strange 
globe  lies  in  such  a  direction  that  iu 
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him  to  cease  doing 


time  standard,  there  are  40  years  of  con 
stunt  daylight,  followed  by  40  years  of 
unbroken  night,  around  the  poles  of 
L'rauu*  And  the  sun  rises  in  tho  west 
and  sets  in  the  eaat  there.  But  the  sun 
lts.ks  very  small  when  viewed  from 
Uruuua— only  one  four-hundredth  us 
lurge  us  it  appears  to  us.  Still  it  sheds 
up.ii  that  planet  1,500  time*  as  much 
light  as  the -fall  moon  sends  to  tho 
earth,  so  that  daylight  upou  Unum*. 
while  faint  compared  with  tho  blaze  of 
a  terrestrial  noonday,  ia  nevertheless  a 
very  respectable  kind  of  illumination. 

It  ix  a  pity  that  the  teliwoope  is  able 
to  show  us  very  little  of  the  detail  of 
the  surface  of  Uranus.  Some  faint  bonds 
or  1  *elts,  just  visible  with  the  most  pow¬ 
erful  instruments,  are  all  that  can  be 
made  out.  If  we  could  visit  Uranus,  we 
should  proltably  be  greatly  surprised,  if 
not  greatly  disappointed.  Its  average 
density  is  but  a  trifle  in  excess  of  thut 
of  water,  and  of  cunrso'its  surface  den¬ 
sity  is  far  less.

The  performers  at  first  struck  me  as  a 
"job  lot”  of  loafers  picked  up  in  the 
street  for  tho  purpose,  but  I  was  assured 
by  one  who  ought  to  know  that  they 
were  real  dervishes,  well  practiced  iu 
their  business.  Certainly  no  company 
without  a  good  .leal  of  practice  could  go 
through  what  they  did  without  u  great¬ 
er  list  of  casual i ties.  I  did  not  see  any 
indicatiou  on  a  single  face  thut  there 
was  anything  amusing  about  it.  As  this 
wus  a  religious  function,  the  chaplain 
naturally  took  the  right  of  the  line-  I 
saw  that  he  was  intensely  iuterested  and 
pn-snmed  that  he  was  Picking  for  a 
deeper  meaning  underlying  the  strange 
spectacle.  It  seems  that  he  was  consid¬ 
ering  the  possibility  of  introducing 
something  of  this  nature  to  give  warmth 
and  color  to  the  religions  services  in  the 
churches  of  Boston,  which  are  too  apt  to 
be  coldly  decorous,  especially  under  the 
chilling  influences  of  ths  Back  Bay.

Shoes  and  other  articles  besides  bos¬ 
kets  and  cablaets  ore  manufactured  from 
birch  bark  by  the  Russian  peasantry. 
The  bark  from  which  these  articles  are 
made  is  from  the  inner  akin  of  the  Rus¬ 
sian  birch  tree,  oosmnoa  in  almost  all 
parts  of  the  empire  It  ia  fathered 
spring  and  fall,  and  the  process  is  a  very 
simple  one  An  incision  is  first  made 
around  the  trunk  of  the  tree,  and  the 
peasants  have  a  knack  of  tearing  or  un¬ 
winding  the  bark  from  the  starting 
point,  which  gives  them  a  strip  of  even 
width  that  they  wind  ihto  a  ball  and 
kt*cp  through  the  winter  until  it  is  dry 
enough  to  use.  It  ii  then  made  into 
shiM-n,  baskets  and  other  useful  articles. 
The  barks  shoes  are  universally  worn 
by  the  Russian  peasantry.  Other  shoes 
used  in  winter  are  made  of  sheeps'  wool. 
These  are  manufactured  by  itinerant 
cobblers  who  travel  from  house  to  housn 
using  the  peasants'  own  materials  — 
Philadelphia  Ledger

Osh  Wwlnwj.y. 

Ash  Wedneedsy  is  so  called  from  the 
curious  custom  of  strewing  ashes  on  the 
head  as  a  sign  of  penitence.  It  was  prob¬ 
ably  instituted  by  Gregory  the  Great, 
who  was  pope  from  690  to  804.  Origi¬ 
nally  the  ashes  were  consecrated  on  the 
altar  before  mass,  sprinkled  with  holy 
water  and  signed  three  times  with  the 
crass  During  this  ceremony  the  priest  re¬ 
cited  tlu-se  words,  "Memento  quod  cinis 
ss  et  in  cinerem  reverteris.  "  (Remem- 
bet  that  thou  art  dust  and  must  return  to 
dust )  The  ashes  thus  consecrated  were 
then  strewn  on  the  heads  of  the  officiat¬ 
ing  priests  and  the  assembled  people. 
Ths  ashes  were  usually  obtained  by 
burning  the  palms  consecrated  on  the 
preceding  (Palm)  Sunday.  — Ht  Louis
